"Blinded  by  Science" 
Center  School  Celebrates  Science  Day 

Center  School's  Ninth  Annual  Science  Day  was 
held  for  students  on  Thursday,  March  5  from  5:00  to  7:00 
pm  and  on  the  morning  of  Friday,  March  6  from  9:00  am 
to  12:00  noon  for  parents  to  visit  students'  exhibits  and 
projects. 

The  emphasis  of  Science  Day  is  to  foster  an 
appreciation  of  science  and  the  learning  experience 
derived  from  doing  a  project  and /or  experiment.  Student 
participation  is  on  a  voluntary  basis  and  is  non- 
competitive. Student  exhibits  may  consist  of  a 
demonstration,  models,  experiments,  and /or  science 
related  collections  (such  as  rock  or  shell  collections). 
Students  were  not  allowed  to  exhibit  live  animals, 
dangerous  chemicals,  open  flames,  explosives,  or 
anything  that  could  be  potentially  dangerous. 

A  highlight  of  this  year's  Science  Day  was  a  visit 
by  the  New  England  Aquarium's  "Tide  Pool  Revue" 
program  in  the  cafeteria  on  Friday  morning,  March  6.  The 
"Tide  Pool  Revue"  program,  which  was  presented  by 
Amanda  Reed  of  the  New  England  Aquarium,  uses 
interactive  theater  to  highlight  animals  of  the  rocky  coast. 

In  the  first  part  of  the  two-part  program  under  the 
direction  of  their  classroom  teacher,  students  studied 
about  a  different  animal,  learning  about  its  adaptations, 
feeding  behavior,  and  movements.  During  the  second 
part,  Ms.  Reed  directed  students  in  a  presentation 
focusing  on  the  tide  pool  life  of  the  rocky  coastline,  with 
students  in  sea  life  animal  costumes  playing  the  roles  of  a 
periwinkle,  sea  urchin,  rock  crab,  sea  star,  and  hermit 
crab.

A  native  of  Ohio  now  residing  in  Massachusetts 
for  26  years  and  in  Dedham  for  14,  Mr.  Kaufman  received 
his  BA  degree  from  Amherst  College.  He  is  president  of 
Federal  Hill  Investment  Management,  an  investment 
brokerage  firm.  Mr.  Kaufman  has  collected  and 
researched  Dedham  Pottery  for  the  past  13  years.  He  is 
curator  for  the  Dedham  and  Chelsea  Ceramic  Pottery  at 
the  Dedham  Historical  Society  and  is  also  the  founder  and 
author  of  the  Dedham  Pottery  Collectors  Society 
Newsletter.  Mr.  Kaufman  is  also  a  member  of  the 
American  Art  Pottery  Association  and  Boston  China 
Students  Club.

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Mattapoisett  Selectmen's  Meeting 

March  10,  1998 
By  Rebecca  Fortin 

A  regular  meeting  of  the  Mattapoisett  Board  of 
Selectmen  was  called  to  order  on  Tuesday,  March  10  at 
7:00  pm  by  Chairman  John  N.  DeCosta.  Also  present  were 
Selectman  Paul  R.  Lambalot,  Selectman  Michele  Bernier, 
and  Executive  Secretary  Carol  Adams. 

The  first  appointment  on  the  agenda  was  with  the 
members  of  the  Water  and  Sewer  Department.  Members 
Gary  Gaspar,  William  Nicholson,  Clifford  Tripp,  and  Jim 
Huntoon  were  present  to  discuss  proposed  articles  for  the 
Annual  Town  Meeting  which  is  to  be  held  this  May. 

Mr.  Huntoon  explained  that  the  commission  was 
exploring  several  proposals  for  the  warrant,  and  briefly 
described  them  to  the  board. 

First,  he  explained  that  several  areas  were  among 
the  town's  priorities  for  water  and  sewer  work.  Point 
Road,  Crescent  Beach,  and  Ned's  Point  Road  are  among 
the  areas  that  are  in  need  of  work. 

On  Wednesday,  March  11,  Mr.  Huntoon  said  the 
bidding  process  for  such  projects  will  begin.  "We  hope  to 
have  more  than  a  dozen  bidders,"  he  said. 

In  addition,  two  petitions  from  two  separate  areas 
have  also  been  received  that  request  sewer  work:  Point 
Connett  and  Park  Street,  which  includes  205  existing 
homes,  are  in  need  of  repair. 

Mr.  Huntoon  went  on  to  say  that  the  commission 
is  "environmentally-sensitive,"  meaning  that  they  would 
like  to  see  priority  go  to  areas  such  as  Ned's  Point  and 
Point  Connett  which  fit  the  sensitivity  description. 

Mr.  Huntoon  explained  that  the  town  is 
competing  with  other  communities  within  the  state  to 
have  their  streets  and  areas  designated  as  "priority" 
projects.  All  engineering  would  have  to  be  complete 
before  any  of  the  monies  would  be  reimbursed  by  the 
state.  Some  estimates  on  the  projects  include:  $4.5  million

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for  Point  Connect  and  $2.2  million  for  Park  Street. 

The  commission  also  stressed  the  need  for  the 
replacement  of  the  town's  twenty-year-old  fuel  tank, 
which  is  estimated  to  cost  $9,800.  The  tank  contains  diesel 
fuel,  which  could  prove  to  be  potentially  harmful. 

William  Nicholson  added  that  "we  do  the  leak 
detection  on  the  tank,  but  we  don't  do  it  everyday." 
Therefore,  the  commission  recommends  putting  the  issue 
on  the  article  for  the  Town  Meeting. 

Brandt  Island  Road  may  become  the  next  priority 
area:  "Certainly  by  the  next  annual  town  meeting,"  Mr. 
Huntoon  said. 

He  added  that  the  commission  is  working  on 
creating  a  website  that  would  offer  residents  the 
opportunity  to  be  updated  on  the  progress  of  such 
developments  and  projects.  It  would  offer  insightful  data 
from  the  Water  and  Sewer  Department. 

The  next  appointment  on  the  agenda  was  with 
East  Coast  Engineering  representative  Bob  Cummings 
who  spoke  about  the  gasoline  remediation  project  in 
town. 

Currently,  he  is  monitoring  the  condition  of  the 
wells,  and  their  gasoline  content.  The  last  samples  he  had 
to  refer  to  were  from  December  1997  and  before  that  were 
from  June  1997.  The  December  samples  proved  to  be  quite 
optimistic,  as  they  showed  the  highest  part  of  the 
contamination  moving  back  into  the  center  of  the  wells, 
which  is  ideal  for  removal. 

He  suggested  that  the  sample  process  must  be 
done  with  much  more  frequency  —  ideally  every  month 
—  to  attain  a  precise  measurement  of  the  potential 
contamination.  Mr.  Cummings  said  that  the  samples  can 
cost  $800  per  round.  "If  we  don't  have  data  for  six 
months,  it's  hard  to  see  how  the  system  is  operating,"  he 
explained.  The  board  agreed  with  his  suggestions. 

Next  on  the  agenda  was  Steve  Kelleher  of 
Kelleher  Architects  and  Building  Inspector  Andrew

Mr.  Kelleher  read  along  with  the  board  a  letter  he 
submitted  to  them  regarding  the  costs  of  the  renovations 
to  bring  the  building  into  compliance  with  the  Americans 
with  Disabilities  Act  (ADA).  Currently,  $71,000  has  been 
assessed  as  the  value  needed  to  complete  the  project.  This 
amount  includes  not  just  construction  costs  by  Fisher  &

Rochester  Selectmen's  Meeting 

March  9, 1998

A  regular  meeting  of  the  Rochester  Board  of 
Selectmen  was  called  to  order  on  Monday,  March  9  at  7:00 
pm  by  Chairman  Richard  D.  Cutler.  Also  present  were 
Selectman  Lorraine  Roy  Hawkes,  Selectman  William  D. 
Chamberlain,  Administrative  Assistant  Veronica 
Lafreniere,  and  Executive  Secretary  Russell  Dean. 

The  first  order  of  business  on  the  agenda  was  an 
appointment  with  James  and  Holly  Vogel  of  Hiller  Road, 
who  were  present  to  discuss  the  ongoing  and  unresolved 
issue  of  the  Mendoza  dogs. 

"We're  in  a  position  ...  where  the  problem  has  not 
gone  away,"  said  Mr.  Vogel.  At  that  point,  Mr.  Vogel 
brought  out  a  tape  recorder  that  was  used  on  that  day  to 
record  twenty-five  minutes  of  incessant  barking  by  the 
Mendoza  dogs.  "This  is  not  an  exception,"  said  Mr.  Vogel 
referring  to  the  barking,  "this  is  the  rule."  At  one  point 
during  the  tape,  Ms.  Mendoza's  voice  is  heard  yelling  at 
the  dogs.  Mr.  Vogel  insisted  on  leaving  the  tape  recorder 
on  for  the  duration  of  the  discussion. 

"You've  had  police  officers  make  random  stops," 
said  Mr.  Vogel,  "but  obviously  the  problem  still  exists." 

The  Mendozas  explained  that  the  barking  has 
been  alleviated  somewhat,  but  only  because  Mr.  Mendoza 
boards  the  dogs  when  he  is  away  on  business,  which  has 
been  frequent  of  late.  However,  when  the  dogs  are  on  the 
property,  the  barking  is  constant.

likelihood  that  the  Vogels'  two  horses  and  one  pig  may 
contribute  to  the  barking  of  the  hunting  dogs.  She  noted 
that  perhaps  the  dogs  were  picking  up  the  scent  of  the 
animals.

•  In  regard  to  the  Rochester  Police  Department 
cruiser  lease  issue,  Mr.  Dean  explained  that  the  town  is 
waiting  one  more  week  to  make  a  decision  based  on  the 
outcome  of  the  Plymouth  County  Bid  which  will 
determine  the  vendor  for  the  vehicles.  This  will  provide 
the  town  a  lease  package  price  for  the  cruiser.  Mr.  Dean 
expects  to  hear  the  results  within  a  week. 

•  The  Dexter  Lane  Project  is  now  under  way  and 
awaiting  a  cost  prospect  for  a  water  line  that  will  run 
through  Dexter  Lane.  Highway  Surveyor  Jeff  Eldridge's 
department  will  do  the  labor,  but  the  materials  to  be  used 
are  going  out  to  bid.

A  regular  meeting  of  the  Acushnet  Board  of 
Selectmen  was  called  to  order  on  Monday,  March  9  at  6:05 
pm  at  the  Acushnet  Community  Center  on  Middle  Road 
by  Chairman  Robert  J.  St.  Jean.  Also  present  were 
Selectman  Peter  W.  Koczera  and  Selectman  Everett  L. 
Hardy  Jr. 

The  board  first  received  a  memo  from  Police 
Chief  Michael  Poitras  advising  that  two  candidates  have 
expressed  interest  in  filling  the  full-time  position  with  the 
town's  Police  Department.  The  board  unanimously  voted 
to  hold  their  decision  for  one  week  and  agreed  to 
schedule  time  next  to  meet  and  interview  both  candidates 
before  making  the  appointment.  The  board  will  meet  at 
5:30  pm  on  Monday,  March  16  at  5:30  pm  to  allow  time  to 
interview  both. 

Chief  Poitras  also  responded  to  the  board's  memo 
regarding  a  recommendation  from  the  Safety  Committee 
last  week  to  move  two  "25  miles  per  hour"  speed  limit 
signs  on  Peckham  Road.

•  Pembroke  Street  at  Belanger  Street  -  entire 
neighborhood  needs  to  be  evacuated  for  a  drainage 
system  that  will  relieve  flooding  problems.  Temporary 
measures  will  be  used  to  relieve  flooding; 

•  Cushing  Lane  #34  -  owners  have  caused  a 
flooding  problem  by  filling  ditches  and  constructing  stone 
wall  that  acts  as  a  dam.  Conservation  Commission 
(ConCom)  will  investigate  legality  of  construction  on 
March  8, 1998; 

•  Cedar  Hill  Drive  -  area  continues  to  be  a 
problem  during  heavy  rains  due  to  low-lying  land  within 
the  subdivision.  Engineering  design  is  required  to  solve 
problems; 

•  James  Street  at  Nelson  Street  -  no  flooding  but 
town  needs  to  construct  a  catch  basin  in  the  west  side  of 
James  Street  to  pick  up  runoff;

The  board  unanimously  voted  to  place  this  report 
on  file  and  thanked  the  DPW  for  their  in-depth  response 
on  the  flooding  problems  in  town. 

Building  Inspector  Leo  Lyonnaise  next  sent  a 
request  for  a  transfer  of  $387.50  from  the  Reserve  Fund  to 
pay  Deputy  Building  Inspector  Victor  Pereira  for  recent 
inspections  conducted.  Currently,  there  is  no  money 
available  in  the  Deputy  Wire  Inspector  account.  The  board 
unanimously  voted  to  approve  the  transfer  as  per  Mr. 
Lyonnaise's  request. 

DPW  Superintendent  Richard  Settele  next  sent  a 
memo  to  the  board  regarding  property  located  at  295 
Mendall  Road.  According  to  Mr.  Settele,  due  to  the  high 
incidence  of  rainfall  in  January  and  February,  many 
residents  are  faced  with  potential  flooding  problems. 
"When  these  situations  arise  and  we  are  made  aware  of 
the  discharge  onto  the  public  way,  we  notify  the  owner  of 
the  violation  of  Town  By-Law  and  request  that  they  cease 
immediately,"  Mr.  Settele  wrote.  "Is  the  Town  of  Acushnet 
going  to  insist  that  a  homeowner  be  forced  to  flood  his 
basement  if  there  is  no  other  place  to  discharge  the  storm 
water  that  is  flowing  onto  his  property?" 

"This  is  an  ongoing  problem  in  New  England," 
Selectman  Koczera  said.  "When  we  have  surface  drainage 
in  our  streets,  we  should  allow  people  to  discharge  into 
surface  drains.  Maybe  we  need  to  pass  a  by-law  for 
emergency  situations?" 

The  board  agreed  this  issue  needed  further 
consideration  and  unanimously  voted  to  schedule  a 
meeting  with  the  DPW,  Board  of  Health,  and  ConCom  in 
May  to  review  further  options  to  this  dilemma.

CHOOSING  A  PET  BIRD 

I  have  been  thinking  about  getting  a  pet  bird.  How  do  I  decide 
what  kind  to  buy? 

If  you  have  never  had  a  pet  bird  before,  I'd  recommend 
starting  with  a  budgerigar  (parakeet)  or  a  cockatiel. 
They  are  small,  somewhat  easy  to  care  for  and  relatively 
inexpensive. 

I've  always  wanted  a  cockatoo  but  I  don't  know  too  much 
about  them. 

Cockatoos  are  loving  gentle  birds  that  require  a  huge 
time  commitment.  Owning  a  cockatoo  is  like  having  a 
perennial  2  year  old  child  for  50  years.  They  are  often 
very  loud  and  destructive  and  may  go  through  phases 
that  make  you  question  your  sanity  for  wanting  this 
bird  in  your  home.  Not  a  good  choice  for  an  avian  nov- 
ice. 

Is  it  better  to  get  1  bird  or  to  get  a  pair? 
Birds  that  live  with  other  birds  tend  to  remain  "bird  ori- 
ented" and  are  much  more  difficult  to  tame  than  birds 
that  spend  lots  of  time  out  of  their  cage  with  people.

engineering  design  services  for  the  Town  Hall  and  Parting 
Ways  Building  renovations  to  bring  both  structures  into 
compliance  with  the  Americans  with  Disabilities  Act 
(ADA).  There  were  three  parts  to  the  bid:  the  first  would 
be  to  bring  just  the  Town  Hall  into  compliance  with  the 
ADA  ($320,000);  the  second  was  solely  for  the  Partine 
Ways  Building  ($220,000);  and  the  third  encompassed 
both  buildings  into  one  project  (total  cost  of  $540,000). 

In  addition,  Clearwater  Architects'  engineering 
fee  (including  their  original  contract  with  the  town)  is 
$37,800. 

But  the  board  and  Town  Clerk  Richard  Threlfall 
felt  they  needed  to  review  the  specifications  of  the  project 
with  Clearwater  again,  since  they  didn't  plan  on  installing 
bathrooms  in  the  second  floor  of  either  building.  "The 
way  I  understood  it,  if  we  installed  handicap  bathrooms 
on  the  first  floor  and  provide  an  elevator  access,  we'll  be 
in  compliance,"  Selectman  Koczera  said.  The  board 
agreed  to  schedule  a  "walk  through"  of  both  buildings 
with  a  representative  from  Clearwater  Architects  on 
Saturday,  March  14  at  8:00  am. 

Board  of  Health  member  Bob  Medeiros  next 
brought  a  series  of  complaints  he  had  received  to  the 
Board  of  Selectmen's  attention.  Mr.  Medeiros  said  there 
have  been  complaints  about  the  public  rest  rooms  in  Town 
Hall  and  the  Parting  Ways  Building.  He  inspected  both 
facilities,  and  found  the  Town  Hall  bathrooms  to  be  clean 
and  sanitary.  However,  the  bathroom  facility  in  the 
Parting  Ways  Building  was  not  very  clean  and  retained  an 
odor. 

"The  bathroom  was  rather  dingy,"  he  said.  "The 
problem  is  the  urinals  aren't  easy  to  reach  ...  so  some 
people  end  up  missing  and  urinate  on  the  floor.  I  think  we 
need  to  put  a  pedestalin  there  and  have  the  janitor  check 
on  the  bathrooms  at  least  twice  a  day." 

The  board  unanimously  voted  to  request  that  the 
janitor  check  the  facilities  at  least  twice  a  day  and  also  to 
turn  the  matter  over  to  Director  of  Facilities  Richard 
Threlfall  for  further  consideration. 

There  being  no  further  matters  to  come  before  the 
board,  they  unanimously  voted  to  adjourn  for  the  evening 
at  8:16  pm.

f generate  and  sell  electricity.  As  of  March  1, 1998,  any 
icensed  company  can  sell  electricity  and  customers  must 
choose  their  own  suppliers.  (The  existing  electric 
company,  however,  will  continue  to  deliver  the  electricity 
a  customer  purchases,  using  the  existing  local  distribution 
system). 

The  Restructuring  Act  specifically  authorizes 
cities  and  towns  to  become  "municipal  aggregators"  — 
individual  towns  or  groups  of  towns  which  arrange  for 
the  supply  of  electricity  for  customers  within  their 
borders  at  favorable  terms.

Over  the  next  several  months, 
these  towns  will  formally  establish  "SouthCoast 
emPOWERment"  as  an  intermunicipal  compact,  retain 
consultants  who  will  help  them  shop  for  the  best  possible 
deal  on  electric  supply,  and  then  offer  businesses  and 
residents  of  these  towns  the  opportunity  to  purchase  their 
electricity  at  a  significant  discount.

As  much  as  I  enjoyed  The  Big  Lebowski — and  it's  probably 
the  best  movie  this  dead  season  will  have  to  offer  —  I'd  hesitate 
to  recommend  it  to  anyone  but  die-hard  fans  of  the  Coen 
brothers.  Such  willfully  bizarre  Coen  efforts  as  Barton  Fink  and 
The  Hudsucker  Proxy  seem  designed  to  split  viewers  into  two 
categories:  those  who  get  it  and  those  who  don't  (and  the  latter 
viewers  usually  don't  even  show  up).  The  Big  Lebowski  isn't  a 
relatively  straight  movie  like  their  crossover  hit  Fargo,  which 
the  uninitiated  could  take  as  a  weirder-than-usual  crime  drama. 
No,  the  new  film  finds  the  Coens  firmly  back  on  their  deadpan- 
wacko  Raising  Arizona  turf. 

Abduction  plots  have  served  the  Coens  well,  and  here 
they  are  again  witn  ransom  notes  and  inept  kidnappers  (if  there 
isn  t  a  film-school  thesis  on  the  motif  of  kidnapping  in  the 
Coens'  films,  there  probably  will  be).  Jeff  Bridges,  returning  to 
his  shaggy  King  Kong  look,  stars  as  the  typical  Coen  hero:  Jeff 
Lebowski,  a  stoner  and  bowler  who  prefers  to  be  addressed  as 
"the  Dude."  He  has  the  same  name  as  a  disabled  billionaire 
(David  Huddleston),  which  leads  to  a  misunderstanding 
wherein  two  thugs  show  up  at  the  Dude's  hovel,  rough  him  up, 
and  pee  on  his  rug.  The  other  Lebowski's  trophy  wife,  you  see, 
has  been  running  up  debts  all  over  LA.;  when  she's  kidnapped, 
the  big  Lebowski  hires  the  Dude  as  a  courier  for  the  ransom. 

As  if  the  plot  even  mattered  in  most  Coen  movies.  The  Big 
Lebowski,  like  the  Coens'  most  underrated  film  The  Hudsucker 
Proxy,  is  an  excuse  for  Joel  and  Ethan's  patented  stylized 
dialogue  ("He's  a  good  doctor,  and  thorough  "land  unapologetic 
caricatures.  Coen  veteran  John  Goodman  is  one  of  the  latter,  as 
the  Dude's  Vietnam-vet  bowling  buddy  Walter,  who  takes  care 


of  his  ex-wife's 
pooch  and  refuses 
to  bowl  on  Jewish 
holidays.  There's 
also  the  bit 
Lebowski's  "artist 
daughter  Maude 
(Julianne  Moore, 
trying  to  out- 
enunciate  Jennifer 
Jason  Leigh  in 
Hudsucker),  who 
has  about  as  much 
reason  to  be  in  the 
film  as  anyone  else  —  which  is  to  say,  not  much  except  to  set  up 
a  gag  or  say  things  that  nobody  outside  a  Coen  film  would  say. 
The  Coens  shrewdly  cast  Jeff  Bridges  against  type. 
Usually,  Bridges  is  the  most  alert  of  actors;  he  was  ideal  as  the 
alien  in  Starrnan,  trying  Earth  customs  on  for  size.  The  Dude, 
however,  is  blissfully  oblivious,  and  Bridges  gives  a  relaxed 
slapstick  performance.  Sometimes  he's  funny  just  sitting  there, 
spread  out  across  the  back  seat  of  a  limo,  sipping  White 
Russians  that  always  stain  his  mustache.  But  underneath  this 
slacker  is  a  hard-working  professional  —  Bridges  does  more 
with  his  deflated  body  language  than  many  comedians  can 
manage  by  chewing  the  furniture. 

Like  Bridges,  the  Coens  are  pros  whose  work  doesn't 
look  like  work  at  all  —  it  looks  like  goofing  off —  until  you  see 
Coen  wannabes  try  it  and  fall  flat  on  their  faces.  The  Big 
Lebowski  doesn't  really  come  together;  it's  as  if  the  Coens 
consciously  avoided  easy,  audience-pleasing  wrap-ups  and 
character  arcs.  (Another  motif  in  the  Coens'  work  is  offscreen 
deaths  of  major  characters:  Judy  Davis  and  John  Mahoney  in 
Barton  Fink,  the  kidnapped  wife  in  Fargo.  There's  another  one 
here.)  The  movie  is  the  Coens'  acknowledged  tribute  to 
Raymond  Chandler  (just  as  Miller's  Crossing  was  a  nod  to 
Hammett),  and  Chandler  wasn't  all  that  concerned  with  plot 
coherence  either  —  he  used  a  story  as  a  clothesline  on  which,  to 
hang  vivid  characters,  snappy  patter,  and  local  color.  That 
sums  up  every  Coen  film,  including  this  one.

Procedures.  Applicant  for  Flexible  Develop- 
ment shall  file  with  the  Planning  Board  six  (6) 
copies  of  a  Development  Plan  conforming  to 
the  requirements  for  a  preliminary  subdivi- 
sion plan  under  the  Subdivision  Regulations 
of  the  Planning  Board.  The  Planning  Board 
may  also  require  as  part  of  the  Development 
Plan  any  additional  information  necessary  to 
make  the  determinations  and  assessments 
cited  herein. 

Modification  of  lots  -  Requirements.  The 
Planning  Board  may  authorize  modification 
of  lot  size,  shape  and  other  bulk  requirements 
for  lots  within  a  Flexible  Development, 
subject  to  the  following  limitations: 

1.  Lots  having  reduced  area  or  frontage 
shall  not  have  frontage  on  a  street  other 
than  a  street  created  by  a  subdivision 
involved. 

2.  Lots  may  be  reduced  in  area  to  a 
minimum  of  eighty-five  percent  (85%)  of 
the  otherwise  applicable  requirement  for 
the  district. 

3.  Lot  frontage  may  be  reduced  to 
sixty-five  percent  (65%)  of  the  frontage 
required  in  the  district  provided  that  all 
lots  located  within  the  Flexible  Develop- 
ment shall  average  eighty  -five  (85%)  of 
the  frontage  required  in  the  district.

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Commission  a  request  for  determination  of 
applicability  pursuant  to  G.L.C.  131,  s.  40  and 
310  CMR  10.05(3).  The  Planning  Board  may 
also  require  as  part  of  the  development  plan 
any  additional  information  necessary  to  make 
the  determinations  and  assessments  cited 
herein. 

10.3.2  Four-step  design  process.  Each 
development  plan  shall  follow  a  four-step 
design  process,  as  described  below.  When  the 
development  plan  is  submitted,  applicants 
shall  be  prepared  to  demonstrate  to  the 
Planning  Board  that  these  four  design  steps 
were  followed  by  their  site  designers  in 
determining  the  layout  of  their  proposed 
streets,  house  lots  and  open  space. 

a.  Designating  the  Open  Space.    First,  the  open 
space  is  identified.  The  open  space  shall 
include,  to  the  extent  feasible,  the  most 
sensitive  and  noteworthy  natural,  scenic  and 
cultural  resources  on  the  property. 

b.  Location  of  House  Sites.  Second,  potential 
house  sites  are  tentatively  located.  House 
sites  should  generally  be  located  not  closer 
than  one  hundred  (100')  to  wetlands  areas, 
but  may  be  situated  within  fifty  feet  (50')  of 
open  space  areas,  in  order  to  enjoy  views  of 
the  latter  without  negatively  impacting  the 
former. 

c.  Street  and  Lot  Layout.  Third,  align  the 
proposed  streets  to  provide  vehicular  access 
to  each  house  in  the  most  reasonable  and 
economical  way.  When  lots  and  access  streets 
are  laid  out,  they  shall  be  located  in  a  way 
that  avoids  or  at  least  minimizes  adverse 
impacts  on  open  space.  To  the  greatest  extent 
practicable,  wetland  crossings  and  streets 
traversing  existing  slopes  over  15%  shall  be 
strongly  discouraged. 

d.  Lot  Lines.  Fourth,  draw  in  the  lot  lines 
(where  applicable).  These  are  generally 
drawn  midway  between  house  locations. 

10.4  Modification  of  Lot  Requirements.  The 
Planning  Board  may  authorize  modification 
of  lot  size,  shape  and  other  bulk  requirements 
for  lots  within  a  Conservation  Subdivision, 
subject  to  the  following  limitations: 

10.4.1  Lots  having  reduced  area  of  frontage 
shall  not  have  frontage  on  a  street  other  than 
created  by  a  subdivision  involved. 

10.4.2  Each  lot  shall  contain  not  less  than 
fifteen  thousand  square  feet  (15,000  sq.  ft.) 
and  have  frontage  of  not  less  than  fifty  feet 
(50'). 

10.4.3  No  structure  shall  be  placed  within  ten 
feet  (10')  of  any  front,  side  or  rear  lot  line. 

10.5  Number  of  Levelling  Units.  The  maximum 
number  of  dwelling  units  allowed  shall  be 
equal  to  the  number  of  lots  which  could 
reasonably  be  expected  to  be  developed  upon 
that  parcel  under  a  conventional  plan  in  full 
conformance  with  all  zoning,  subdivision 
regulations,  health  regulations,  wetlands 
regulations  and  other  applicable  require- 
ments. The  proponent  shall  have  the  burden 
of  proof  with  regard  to  the  design  and 


engineering  specifications  for  such  conven- 
tional plan. 

10.6  Open  Space  Requirements.  A  minimum  of 
ten  percent  (10%)  of  the  parcel  shown  on  the 
development  plan  shall  be  contiguous  open 
space,  excluding  required  yards  and  buffer 
areas.  Such  open  space  may  be  separated  by 
the  road(s)  constructed  within  the  Conserva- 
tion Subdivision.  The  percentage  of  the  open 
space  which  is  wetlands,  as  defined  pursuant 
to  G.L.C.  131,  s.  40,  shall  not  normally  exceed 
the  percentage  of  the  tract  which  is  wetlands; 
provided  ,  however,  that  the  applicant  may 
include  a  greater  percentage  of  wetlands  in 
the  open  space  upon  a  demonstration  that 
such  inclusion  promotes  the  purposed  set 
forth  in  section  10.1,  above. 

10.6.1  The  required  open  space  shall  be  used 
for  conservation,  historic  preservation  and 
education,  outdoor  education,  recreation, 
park  purposes,  agriculture,  horticulture, 
forestry  or  for  a  combination  of  these  uses, 
and  shall  be  served  by  suitable  access  for  such 
purposes. 

10.6.2  The  required  open  space  shall  remain 
unbuilt  upon,  provided  that  ten  percent  (10%) 
of  such  open  space  may  be  paved  or  built 
upon  for  structures  accessory  to  the  dedicated 
use  or  uses  of  such  open  space,  pedestrian 
walks  and  bikepaths. 

10.6.3  Underground  utilities  to  serve  the 
Conservation  Subdivision  site  may  be  located 
within  the  required  open  space. 

10.6.4  The  required  open  space  shall,  at  the 
owner's  election,  be  conveyed  to 

a.  The  Town  of  Marion  or  its  Conservation 
Commission; 

b.  A  non-profit  organization,  the  principal 
purpose  of  which  is  the  conservation  of  open 
space  and  any  of  the  purposes  for  such  open 
space  set  forth  above;  or 

c.  A  corporation  or  trust  owned  jointly  or  in 
common  by  the  owners  of  lots  within  the 
Conservation  Subdivision.  If  such  corpora- 
tion or  trust  is  utilized,  ownership  thereof 
shall  pass  with  conveyance  of  the  lots  in 
perpetuity.  Maintenance  of  the  open  space 
and  facilities  shall  be  permanently  guaranteed 
by  such  corporation  or  trust  which  shall 
provide  for  mandatory  assessments  for 
maintenance  expenses  to  each  lot.  Each  such 
trust  or  corporation  shall  be  deemed  to  have 
assented  to  allow  the  Town  of  Marion  to 
perform  maintenance  of  the  open  space  and 
facilities,  if  the  trust  or  corporation  fails  to 
provide  adequate  maintenance,  and  shall 
grant  the  Town  an  easement  for  this  purpose. 
In  such  event,  the  Town  shall  first  provide 
fourteen  (14)  days  written  notice  to  the  trust 
or  corporation  as  to  the  inadequate  mainte- 
nance and,  if  the  trust  or  corporation  fails  to 
complete  such  maintenance,  the  Town  may 
perform  it.  The  owner  of  each  lot  shall  be 
deemed  to  have  assented  to  the  Town  filing  a 
lien  against  each  lot  in  the  development  for 
the  full  cost  of  such  maintenance,  which  liens 
shall  be  released  upon  payment  to  the  Town 


of  same.  Each  individual  deed,  and  the  deed 
or  trust  or  articles  of  incorporation,  shall 
include  provisions  designed  to  effect  these 
provisions.  Documents  creating  such  trust  or 
corporation  shall  be  submitted  to  the 
Planning  Board  for  approval  and  shall 
thereafter  be  recorded  in  the  Registry  of 
Deeds. 

10.6.5  Any  proposed  open  space,  unless 
conveyed  to  the  Town  or  its  Conservation 
Commission,  shall  be  subject  to  a  recorded 
restriction  enforceable  by  the  Town,  provid- 
ing that  such  land  shall  be  perpetually  kept  in 
an  open  state,  that  it  shall  be  preserved  for 
exclusively  agricultural,  horticultural, 
educational  or  recreational  purposes  and  that 
it  shall  be  maintained  in  a  manner  which  will 
ensure  its  suitability  for  its  intended  pur- 
poses. 

10.7  Buffer  Areas.  All  dwellings  and 
structures  shall  be  located  a  minimum  of  fifty 
feet  (50)  from  adjacent  properties  and  one 
hundred  feet  (100')  from  adjacent  surface 
waters  or  wetlands.  Buffer  areas  shall  be 
retained  in  their  natural  vegetative  state  to  the 
maximum  extent  feasible,  except  where 
adjacent  to  agriculturally  used  property. 

10.8  Decision,  The  Planning  Board  may 
approve,  approve  with  conditions  or  deny  an 
application  for  a  Conservation  Subdivision, 
after  assessing  whether  the  conservation 
subdivision  better  promotes  the  objectives  of 
section  10  herein,  than  would  orthodox 
development. 

10.9  Relation  to  Other  Requirements.  The 
submittals  and  permits  of  this  section  shall  be 
in  addition  to  any  other  requirements  of  the 
Subdivision  Control  Law  or  any  other 
provisions  of  this  zoning  by-law.

It  is  the 
intent  of  this  section  to  preserve  the  estate  and 
open  space  characteristics  of  large  tracts  of 
land  along  the  waterfront,  including  parcels 
in  more  than  one  ownership,  in  a  manner 
which  minimized  Town  maintenance 
responsibility. 

Applicability.  On  tracts  of  ten  (10)  acres  or 
more  abutting  tidal  waters,  a  Waterfront 
Compound  comprised  of  dwelling  units 
sharing  common  frontage  and  a  private  access 
road  or  roads,  may  be  permitted,  through  the 
issuance  of  a  special  permit  by  the  Planning 
Board,  in  any  single-family  residential 
district. 

Conditions.  A  Waterfront  Compound  shall 
meet  all  of  the  following  conditions: 

1.  Tract  Ownership.  For  the  purposes  of 
making  an  application  under  this  section,  the 
minimum  tract  size  may  be  comprises  of 
parcels  in  more  than  one  ownership, 
providing  evidence  of  legal  arrangements 
binding  all  property  owners  to  the  restrictions 
which  may  be  imposed  in  the  granting  of  a 
special  permit  are  presented  with  an 
application  for  special  permit. 

2.  Tract  Frontage.  The  tract  shall  have  a 
minimum  frontage  on  a  public  way  equal  to 
at  least  twice  the  minimum  frontage  required 
in  the  residential  district  in  which  it  is  located, 
unless  an  island  surrounded  by  water. 

3.  Maximum  number  of  dwelling  units.  The 
Waterfront  Compound  shall  not  contain  more 
than  one  dwelling  unit  per  two  acres  of  land. 
Conversion  of  larger  estate  residences  to  more 
than  one  dwelling  unit  is  permitted  in  a 
Waterfront  Compound. 

4.  Dimensional  Requirements.  There  shall  be 
no  minimum  lot  width  or  frontage  require- 
ments in  a  Waterfront  Compound.  On  all  lots 
which  abut  the  peripheral  boundary  of  the 
tract,  the  setback  requirements  from  the 
peripheral  boundary  shall  be  the  same  as 
those  which  would  be  required  for  the 
residential  district  in  which  the  land  is 
located. 

5.  Access.  Each  dwelling  unit  in  the 
Waterfront  Compound  shall  have  adequate 
and  legally  enforceable  rights  of  access  to  a 
public  street  via  a  private  street  or  driveway 
or  public  waterway  in  case  of  an  island 
surrounded  by  water. 

Open  Space  Requirements.  A  minimum  of  ten 
percent  (10%)  of  the  tract  shall  be  contiguous 
open  space,  excluding  required  yards  and 
buffer  areas.  Such  open  space  may  be 
separated  by  the  road(s)  constructed  within 
the  Waterfront  Compound.  The  percentage  of 
the  open  space  which  is  wetlands,  as  defined 
pursuant  to  G.L.  c.  131,  s.  40,  shall  not 
normally  exceed  the  percentage  of  the  tract 
which  is  wetlands;  provided,  however,  that 
the  applicant  may  include  a  greater  percent- 
age of  wetlands  in  the  open  space  upon  a 
demonstration  that  such  inclusion  promotes 
the  purposes  set  forth  above. 

1 .  The  required  open  space  shall  be  used  for 


conservation,  outdoor  recreational  facilities  of 
a  noncommercial  nature,  agriculture, 
preservation  of  scenic  resources  and 
structures  accessory  to  any  of  the  above  uses 
(including  swimming  pools,  tennis  courts, 
stables  and  greenhouses),  and  shall  be  served 
by  suitable  access  for  such  purposes.

3.  The  required  open  space  shall,  at  the 
owners  election  be  conveyed  to: 

a.  The  Town  of  Marion  or  its  Conservation 
Commission; 

b.  A  nonprofit  organization,  the  principal 
purpose  of  which  is  the  conservation  of  open 
space  and  any  of  the  purposes  for  such  open 
space  set  forth  above; 

c.  A  corporation  or  trust  owned  jointly  or  in 
common  by  the  owners  of  lots  within  the 
Waterfront  Compound.  If  such  corporation 
or  trust  is  utilized,  ownership  thereof  shall 
pass  with  conveyance  of  the  lots  in  perpetu- 
ity. Maintenance  of  the  open  space  and 
facilities  shall  be  permanently  guaranteed  by 
such  corporation  or  trust  which  shall  provide 
for  mandatory  assessments  for  maintenance 
expenses  to  each  lot.  Each  such  trust  or 
corporation  shall  be  deemed  to  have  assented 
to  allow  the  Town  of  Marion  to  perform 
maintenance  of  the  open  space  and  facilities, 
if  the  trust  or  corporation  fails  to  provide 
adequate  maintenance  and  shall  grant  the 
Town  an  easement  for  this  purpose.  In  such 
event,  the  Town  shall  first  provided  four- 
teen(14)  days'  written  notice  to  the  trust  or 
corporation  as  to  the  inadequate  maintenance 
and,  if  the  trust  or  corporation  fails  to 
complete  such  maintenance,  the  Town  may 
perform  it.  The  owner  of  each  lot  shall  be 
deemed  to  have  assented  to  the  Town  filing  a 
lien  against  each  lot  in  the  development  for 
the  full  cost  of  such  maintenance,  which  liens 
shall  be  released  upon  payment  to  the  Town 
of  same.  Each  individual  deed,  and  the  deed 
or  trust  or  articles  of  incorporation,  shall 
include  provisions  designed  to  effect  these 
provisions.

Limitation  on  Further  Subdimsion.  No 


Waterfront  Compound  for  which  a  special 
permit  has  been  issued  under  this  section  may 
be  further  subdivided  and  a  notation  to  this 
effect  shall  be  shown  on  the  plan. 

Decision.  A  special  permit  may  be  granted 
under  this  section  by  the  Planning  Board 
provided: 

1.  Adequate  provision  has  been  made  for  the 
disposal  of  sewage  generated  by  the  develop- 
ment in  accordance  with  the  requirements  of 
the  Board  of  Health; 

2.  Due  consideration  has  been  given  to  the 
reports  of  the  Board  of  Health  and  the 
Conservation  Commission; 

Additional  Conditions.  Any  special  permit 
authorizing  a  Waterfront  Compound  shall 
require  that  individual  deeds  for  lots  or 
dwelling  units  within  the  Compound  contain 
the  following  terms: 

1.  The  land  lies  within  an  approved  Water- 
front Compound  Conservation  Area; 

2.  The  development  of  the  land  is  permitted 
only  in  accordance  with  the  land  uses 
indicated  in  the  Planning  Board's  special 
permit  decision; 

3.  The  Town  will  not  be  requested  to  accept 
or  maintain  the  private  access,  drainage,  open 
space  (except  as  may  be  determined  during 
the  course  of  site  plan  review)  or  other 
improvements  within  the  Waterfront 
Compound. 

Relation  to  Other  Requirements.  The  submittals 
and  permits  of  this  section  shall  be  in  addition 
to  any  other  requirements  of  the  Subdivision 
Control  Law  or  any  other  provisions  of  this 
zoning  by-law.

Article  X,  Zoning 

Section  8.11 

Amend  the  zoning  by-laws  by  adding  the 

following  section  8.11,  "Erosion  Control": 

Erosion  Control.  Site  design,  materials  and 
construction  processes  shall  be  designed  to 
avoid  erosion  damage,  sedimentation  or 
uncontrolled  surface  water  runoff  by 
conformance  with  the  following: 

Grading  or  construction  which  will  result  in 
final  slopes  of  fifteen  (15%)  or  greater  on  fifty 
percent  (50%)  or  more  of  lot  area,  or  on  thirty 
thousand  square  feet  (30,000  s.f.)  or  more  on  a 
single  lot,  even  if  less  than  half  the  lot  area 
shall  be  allowed  only  under  special  permit 
from  the  Planning  Board,  which  shall  be 
granted  only  upon  demonstration  that 
adequate  provisions  have  been  made  to 
protect  against  erosion,  soil  instability, 
uncontrolled  surface  water  runoff,  or  other 
environmental  degradation. 

All  such  slopes  exceeding  fifteen  percent 
(15%)  which  result  from  site  grading  or
